urb. 
Now he owns the biggest air- 


plane factory In Great Britain and has 
under his ownership 450 acres of fac- 
tory buildings and airdromes. Hla flrst 
pay roll was $:« a week, with borrow- 
ed money. Ills pay roll now Is $CO.- 
000 a week. Ho rccenlly obtained per- 
mission from the treasury department 
of England to Increase his capitaliza- 
tion by $0,000,000. and so complele was 
the confidence of English Investors In 
his ability to "innkc good" that tho 
amount was 
subscribed 
before the 


bonds were Issued. 


Airplane Yet in Infancy. 


Sir. Whltehead Is a far seeing man. 


He says Ilie'airplanc business, despite 
Its magical development during war 
lime, is just In Its infancy; that when 
the war is over there will be flying 
machine services for mall and pas- 
sengers nnd expresses 
all over the 


worhl, and lhai where thousands of 
machines are required now tons of 
thousands will be needed after the 
war. He predicts Hint the airplane In- 
dustry will see Ihe same wonderful 
transformation that the automobile In- 
dustry experienced some twenty years 
hack. 


Furthermore, Mr. Whltehead says 


lhat the day the war is over he will 
start machines on n night to New 
York, and he has no doubt that within 
n short time he will have established, 
In co-operation with others, a reguhir 
mall service between tho metropolis of 
Europe and the iiittiupolls of the 
western hemisphere. 


It IB, of course, not possible to go 


Into details In describing the airplane 
works which Mr. Whltehead has built. 
It Is one of (he wonder spots of Eng- 
land, and the thousands of employees 
whom I saw at their work one day 
this week are turning out these "eyes 
of the army" at n rate which may well 
cause alarm to the Huns, who perhaps 
as soon us anyone elso realized that 
Ihe great war would be won In the air. 
Mr. Whjlehead believes that the war 
will be won In the nir, and he says 
Iherc is no question that the English 
manufacturer, supplemented by his 
American Industrial captain, will pro- 
vide Ihe machines which will give the 
allies an overwhelming superiority. 


At n' recent luncheon given at Mr. 


Whltehend's home, Buccleuch house, 
on the Thames, he told, privately the 
story of his marvelous career. This Is 
It: 


Sentenced to Be Shot 


At the outbreak of the war Mr. 


Whltehead, then on the -sunny side of 
forty, was In San Francisco just get- 
ting on his feet after n rather adven- 
turous experience which had tuken him 
to all parts of the world nnd in n way 
gave him the reputation, as he now 


j humorously says, of n "black sheep." 


The turning point in his career had 
come at Monte Carlo some years be- 
fore. He received financial aid which 
enabled him to shift hli course In life 
nnd teke a turn for the better. 


As soon as war was declared, al- 


though he had become an American 
citizen, he enlisted la a British regi- 
ment and came to England. He was 
at the battle of Antwerp, and there, af- 
ter watching the work of enemy air- 
planes, reached the conclusion that air- 
planes would decide the war sooner 
or later. 


To get out of the army was not an 


easy task, ne did It by Insubordina- 
tion, and when sentenced to be shot 
produced his American citizenship pa- 
pers and laid that he didn't think the 
authorities would 
kill 
him. 
They 


didn't. They paid very little attention 
to his claim that he h»d committed i 
breach of discipline, for the sole pur- 
pose of employing hla Ulcnls in a more 
effective way to the service of his 
country. He was sent baci home with 
a black mark against him, ailed with 
chagrin, but glowing with confidence 
that he could manufacture airplanes 
on a big scale and be a factor in the 
determination of the world 'struggle. 


He had not a cent He had no 


friends who conld help. His parents, 
Quite naturally, turned a deaf ear to 
his overtures for aid. His nr*t step 
w»« to go to the war office and, as he 
laughingly says, with true American 
optimism, ask for an order to build air- 
planes. When asked If be had a fac- 
tory he replied that he had. Then ha 
went out to look for one, ?o that the 
government authorities 
could verify 


his statement.

(scrap, may be placed In a hopper and 
left before Iheni all the time. The 
mash may be fed either wet or dry; 
If wet, only enough moisture (either 
milk or water) should be added to 
make the feed crumbly, but In no 
sense sloppy. When this stowing mash 
or mixture Is not used, a liopper con- 
taining bran shouhl be accessible to 
Iho chickens at nil times. 


After the chickens aro two mouths 


old they may be fed four times dully, 
with good results. After they ure Ihree 
monlhs old, Ihree feedings a day are 
enough.

The compounding of n balanced ra- 


tion Is not difficult if one has at hand 
tables which show the digestible nutri- 
ents of the various feeds. Many farm- 
ers, however, obtain good results by 
more simple methods, and have found 
the following rules useful: 


1. Feed all the roughage that the 


cow will eat up clean. 


2. If the roughage contains eight to 


ten pounds of leguminous hay, such ns 
clover, cowpca or alfalfa, mix the 
grain ration so that It will contain 
from 14 lo 10 per cent of protein. If 
the roughage docs not contain a large 
proportion of leguminous hay, but is 
composed largely of corn silage, corn- 
stalks, nnd timothy hay, mix the grain 
ration to contain 20 to 2-1 per cent of 
protein. 


3. To cows such as Jerseys or Guern- 


seys, (jiving milk testing 4 per cent in 
bctterfat or higher, feed the grain mix- 
ture at the rate of one pound to every 
three pounds of milk produced. 
To 


cows giving milk which tests 8'A per 
cent in buHerfat or less, feed one 
pound of the grain mixture to every 
three and one-half to four pounds of 
milk produced. 


4. If the cow Is In poor flesh and Is 


giving a good flow of milk, she will us- 
ually respond to heavier feeding and 
the grain ration should be increased.

Flock Scratching for Feed. 


Ing two parts by weight of cracked 
corn with one part of wheat, or equal 
Paris of (-racked corn, wheat, and oats 
In one hopper nnd the dry mash for 
chickens In nnotlier. The beef scrap 
may be left out of the dry nmsh and 
fed in a separate hopper, so that the 
chickens can ent all of this feed they 
desire. If the beef scrr.p is to be fed 
separately It Is advisable to wait until 
the chicks are ten days' old, although 
some ptmllryulcn put the beef scrap 
before tiie young chickens at the slart 
without bad rt'.sults. 


Chickens confined to small yards 


should always be supplied with green 
feed, such ns lettuce, sprouted oats, al- 
falfa, or clover, but the best place to 
raise chickens successfully Is on u good 
range where no extra green feed Is re- 
quired. Where the chickens are kept 
In small bare ynrcls, fine charcoal grit, 
and oyster shell should be kept before 
Iho chickens all the time, and cracked 
or ground bone may be fed. The bone 
Is not niTCrwnry for chickens that have 
a goo'l range.

SHIP COWS WITHOUT HORNS 


Horned Animals Should Be Tied Se- 


curely to Preclude Possibility of 


Injury to Others. 


If possible, ship only anlmnls with- 


out horns. In case homed animals are 
shipped they should be tied securely 
or penned off In one end of the car to 
preclude the possibility of Injuring oth- 
er animals during the trip. 


Similarly, when bulls are shipped 


In mixed loads, they should be securely 
penned apart froci the females. 


Other conditions being equal. It is 


advisable to toad e car to capacity, as 
the animals travel better where there 
Is a minimum of space in which to 
move nbtnit.

He practiced law in all of the courts 
of the state, nnd represented Newport 
in the General Assembly. In 1775 he ac- 
cepted office under the stamp act, and 
this drew upon him the vengeance of 
the people( for on August 27,1765, his 
cflisy wns tiiken in a cart by the mob 
with the effisry of Johnston and Moffatt, 
and drawn through the streets of .'he 
town with halters about their necks, 
and were then him?: up in the front of 
the Court House. On the evening1 the 
mob cut down thir effipics and burned 
them. The ne\t day the moh met .ipnin 
and went to the house of Mr. Howard, 
and plundered it, and broke the win- 
dows and doors, Ac. Howard then 
took refuge on board of a British ship 
in the harbor. He estimated his loss by 
the mob at 070 pounds sterling. How- 
ard was apiwinted by the British gov- 
ernment chief justice of the colony of 
North Carolina. He he!ri his office un- 
til the breaking out of the revolution 
and then he left for England, where he 
died at Chelsea in February, 17S2. He 
resided in the Frecbody house or Giles' 
house on the corner of Division and 
Mary streets.
